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At the end of title V, add the following:
SEC. 504. EFFECTIVE DATE OF PPACA.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding any other provi-
sion of law, the provisions of the Patient Protection and
Affordable Care Aect (Public Law 111-148) and the
Health Care and Education Reconciliation Act of 2010
(Public Law 111-152), including the amendments made

by such Acts, that are not in effect on the date of enact-
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ment of this Act shall not be in effect until the date on
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which final judgment is entered in all cases challenging
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the constitutionality of the requirement to maintain min-
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imum essential coverage under section 5000A of the Inter-
nal Revenue Code of 1986 that are pending before a Fed-
eral court on the date of enactment of this Act.

(b) PROMULGATION OF REGULATIONS.—Notwith-
standing any other provision of law, the Federal Govern-
ment shall not promulgate regulations under the Patient
Protection and Affordable Care Act (Public Law 111-
148) or the Health Care and Education Reconciliation Act
of 2010 (Public Law 111-152), including the amendments
made by such Acts, or otherwise prepare to implement
such Acts (or amendments made by such Acts), until the
date on which final judgment is entered in all cases chal-
lenging the constitutionality of the requirement to main-
tain minimum essential coverage under section 5000A of
the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 that are pending be-

fore a Federal court on the date of enactment of this Act.
